pire. Now that rebellion, apparently, is 
eliminated, how does Sinn Fein propose to 
force its undesired company, at the Peace 
Conference, on the Potentates of the 
Western Alliance? We submit to Mr. de 
Valera that a mind trained in the exacti- 
tudes of the higher mathematics is bound 
to discover and to publish an honest 
answer to this question. If he cannot 
prove the feasibility of representation, his 
confession—or his silence—will be a proof 
that the chief article of the Sinn Fein 
ereed has gone by the board. 

Mr. de Valera’s speech was incomplete 
in another most important respect. Much 
remains to be done before Cardinal Logae 
or any other sensible man can accept his 
verbal abandonment of the policy of ré 
béllion. _ If rebellion has been abandonéd 
definitely, and honestly, the need of any 
possible recourse to arms disappears elong 
with it. No “organisation at home~’ by 
“means justified morally” will demand 
the aid of uniforms, rifles, and bayonets, 
or even of “ten-foot pikes” At this 
time tens of thousands of young Sinn 
Feimers are drilling more or less openly in 
Ireland. Green uniforms are being worn, 
more or less publicly, all over the country. 
Rifles are in as keen demand by Senn Fein 
as they are/by the still untamed tribes of 
the Afghan¥rontier. All this agitation, this 
policy of threats, these military mancuvres 
keep the country in a state of the most 
alarming and injurious unrest. They 
maintain hopes of an Irish “diversion 'in 
the hearts of the German Headquarters 
Staff.. They compel the retention in Ire 
land of 50,000 British soldiers, who ought 
to be fighting for little Belgium—against 
which, as Mr. de Valera has told us, he 
has no grudge. If Sinn Fein is sincere 
in its repudiation of the mad policy of 
Pebellion, it must give practical proof of 
its sineerity. The best proof will be its 
immediate surrender of all its military 
aspects. If rebellion has been jettisoned, 
the armed and drilled Volunteers have lost 
their raison détre, ahd ought to be dis- 
banded without. further delay. Until Mr.

SINN FEIN: A WARNING. | 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—A proclamation was issued some time 
ago. It runs as follows :— 

** Secret. 
“ OGLAIG NA H-EIREANN 
“ (IRISH VOLUNTEERS), 

“ An All-Ireland Convention of the Irish 
Volunteers has been held recently, and a new 
Executive elected. The principal duty of this 
Executive will be to carry on the ré-organiea- 
tion of the Irish Volunteers throughout the 
country, and put them in a position to complete 
by force of arms'the work begun by the men 
ot Easter week. In order that we may not be 
hampered in our next effort by any misunder- 
standing, such as occurred on the last occasion, 
as a result of conflicting orders, the Volunteers 
are notified that the only orders they are to 
obey are those of their own Executive. Ail 
orders of the Executive will be signed ‘ For and 
on behalf of the Executive.’ his does not 
apply to matters of detail pertaining to organi- 
sation, training, and commuhi¢ation, which 
will, of course, be signed by the respective 
directors. 

“They are.at liberty and are encouraged to 
oin any other movement that aims at making 
Ea & separate and independent nation. 

“They are reminded, however, of what 
occurred when Parnell induced the Fenians to 
fall into line with him—a fumon that resulted 
in the almost complete abandonment of physical 
force as a policy. They are warned, therefore, 
against devoting too much time or energy to 
any movement ‘other than their own, but to 
help them solely for the reason that they may 
enable them to epread the principles of their 
own organisation, which ie the one to which 
they owe and must give first allegiance. 

‘Each Volunteer is expected to do his own 
part under the present difficult circumetances 
towards making himeelf an efficient soldier of 
the National Army, and each county is expected 
to see to the training and arming of its own 
men. It must also see that well-defined lines 
of communication are kept with the surrounding 
counties. The Executive, of course, are in the 
last degree responsible for all this work, and 
they call with confidenco on all officere and men 
to co-operate with them in carrying it out as 
speedily as possible. They guarantee in return 
that theyewill not issue an order to take the 
field until they consider that the force is in a 
position to wage wart on the enemy with reason- 
able hopes of success. Volunteers as a whole 
may consequently rest assured that they will 
not be called upon to take part in any forlorn 
hope.

TRINITY COLLEGE MISSION IN 
BELFAST. 


In 8t. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, 
the sermons and offertories were for the Trinity 
College Mission in Belfast. The preacher was 
the Kev. A. Gordon Hannon, B.A., and his text 
at the Morning Service was: “I. am among 
you as he that serveth” (St. Luke xxii., 27), 
and in the afternoon: “ Ambassadors for Christ” 
(Corinthians v., 20). The keynote of the ser- 
mons was service as the ideal of human life. 
That was what prompted the Trinity College 
Mission in the founding ‘of the Belfast enter- 

rise. She had alréady missions at Chota 

agpur, in India, and Fuh-Kien, in China. The 
mission had two aspects—first to provide op- 
portunities for social service for Trinity men, 
and a parochial training ground for Divinity 
students; and secondly, to try to meet the 
urgent needs of the big centres of industry. He 
quoted figures of the Bishop of Kilmore show- 
ing the scarcity of clergy in Belfast, where, 
owing to war service, there are about a dozen 
curacies vacant and one incumbency. The 
Trinity College Mission is in the Parish of St. 
Marv, which has a church population of 
15,000. The mission took over a large working- 
class district of about 2,000 people. Owing to 
the conditions brought about by the war it was 
only possible to carry on the work by calling 
on the Building Fund of the mission, while dur- 
ing the past counle of years the head of the 
mission had to accent duty outside his district 
to help the running expenses, which meant that 
it was not possible to carry on the work pro- 
perly. A large mission hail or church in the 
centre of the district was also urgently re- 
quired.
